One of tho most 
popular books ever written was “ Alice 
In Wonderland.” Its distribution must 
have been enonmnis and doubtless it 
still g oes vig orously on, but who had 
ever seen a likeness of tho man who 
wrote it? When Dr. Dodg son died the 
other day and the newspapers told who 
ho was and what title ho had to bo held 
in g rateful iiD iuory , thousands of his 
debtors identitied him for tlio first time 
as Lewis Carroll, tho author of tho 
inimitable stories that are almost as fa* 
miiiar to contemporary children 
as 
“ Mother G o o se.” 
Dr. Dodg son liked 
peace and a quiet life and very cordial­ 
ly disliked notoriety . 
Liko many wise 
peopl« *, he found g reat pleasure and 
recreation in tho companionship of nice 
children, and for tlnur amusement ho 
c<incoeted two of tho » pieorest and most 
orig inal and delig htful books that twer 
Wer» ' written. 
Dut he iDiVor considered 
that im rely bec:iu.'*e his books becanio 
famous tiiero was any need that im 
should beeome famous too. 
No modest author need hesitate to 
prodiu'O a masterpieco or » -von a jiopai- 
lar mtvel (w hich need not be a mast« ‘r- 
pieeo and nsualiy isn't one) for fear 
that his succi'ss %vill invo lve tho saeri- 
tico of a ri asoiiahlo privacy . 
His book 
must Lie jiublishe» ! if its wortli is to Ih> 
fairly tost» *d, but that lie slnmhl he jiub- 
lislied, too, is not al all iudisponsablo. 
If he ohoost's iu)t to liavo his likeimss 
run in the advertising columns of tho 
newsp:ii» ers, lie can keep it out, and his 
hook won’t suff» *r; if lie prefers that his 
personal 
idio.*^y ncrasies 
and 
circum­ 
stances should not be discmssed, that, 
too, can bo accomplished in g r« 'at im'as- 
uro without much trouble. 
Tim only 
thing s tlio public ab.solutely retjuiros 
from writers in exchang e for its favors 
are ideas and g ood writing . Every thing 
else is thrown in and may in mostca.ses 
bo easily ami safely w ithho ld.—“ Tho 
Point of Viijw” iu Scribner’s.

photographed face of the boy w 
to the front, strong, willowy , black­ 
haired and beardless, then raise our 
ey es to the face« of the men before us? 
old, white-headed, wrinkled and bowed 
with y ears, and wo can not realize th at 
they are the same, 
And 
whiie the 
same true hearts beat in their breasts, 
tht-se men are not the same: for the 
passing y ears have had a-* much to do 
in remodeling and tran sformin g c h a r ­ 
acter as in furrowing the features and 
b’eaching the locks. 
The men who 
marched outof I Lx on one bright Sun day 
morning in dune were hale and hearty , 
in the vigor of a healthy y oung m an ­ 
hood. 
The men who came hack, one by 
one, to Dix on today , try in g to prove to 
us, by the shadowy memories of the 
past that they are trie same, a r e - 
most of them —old and 
feeble, and 
lame and decrepit, 
largely 
the re- 
-uIt of the ex posures of the march, the 
bivouac, the battlefield. 
The y oung 
men who went from us were tilled with 
the ardor of y outh, the world w as all 
before them, stout hearts and strong 
muscles wiihin tthom, and the hope of 
glory beckoning them forward. 
These 
rnen who come to Us live in the past, 
not in the future, and while their 
hearts still 
thrill with something of 
the old-time patriotic fervor, it is not 
with patriotism spurred by the hope of 
achievement, but rather the throb- 
bings of a patriotic memory . 
But if these men who come back to 
us from time to time, as children re­ 
turn to the old roof-tree, are not the 
s ime as the men who went out from us 
in the spring of ’61, neither are wo the 
*ame. 
Time has kindly bade us keep 
step with these, and so the hands they 
grasp have no loDger the strong grip 
of y outh, and the ey es they look into, 
while filled with love and tears as they 
were in the auld lang Line, 
hav e also 
grown dim with y ears as well us tears. 
Ah, y es; while the thirty -seven in ter­ 
vening y ears have brought to our ro- 
inited nation (re-united through the 
sacrifice.- of thi.se men) glory and honor 
md riches and renown, it has brought 
sorrow and bereavemen t to many an 
dividual heart. 
Each y ear the circle 
the survivor- of the brave Thirteen th 
grows smaller, and some who were 
seen at the last reunion have an swer­ 
ed to the last long reveille; so some 
who last greeted the return in g ones, 
have also gone to greet the departed 
ones.

vention which will 
leave Leo county 
out in the cold. 
Our n eighbor down at 
Amboy seems inclined to submit to this 
sort of treatmen t, but the Pawpaw 
Times seriously objects, as follows; 
“ The Amboy Journ al last week as­ 
sumed the leadership of the republican 
forces of Lee county and say s th at Lee 
county has no candidate for represen t­ 
ative or senator. 
T h e other three 
counties comprising the 29 th sen ator­ 
ial district have made arran gemen ts

—T he graduatin g ex ercises of the 
graded schools of Nelson township will 
be held in the Nelson school house on 
Friday evening, Jun e 3d, commencing 
at s o’clock.

In the absence of any direct com­ 
munication from Co. G since its arriv al 
at Falls Church, Va., and encampment 
at Camp Alger, we condense the sub­ 
stance of our ex changes, which are 
v ery sev ere in their censure of the neg­ 
lect shown to the Six th 
Illinois regi­ 
ment within a dozen miles of the capi­ 
tal. 
The Times-Herald 
say s 
that 
though fcthe men had been in camp 
three day s they were still unprov ided 
with sufficient ibedding or prov isions 
and no proper prov ision had been made 
for the health and comfort of the men. 
No cots were prov ided for the hospital 
tent, and the sick, of which there were 
five, were ly ing on bundles of straw on 
the damp ground. 
One 
priv ate— 
George Bludsoe—had died of pneumo­ 
nia, and three others—F. P. Stev ens of 
Co 
M, Howard Dav ison of Co. G, and 
p. G. Burrell of Co. L —were suffering 
with the same disease. 
The Chronicle say s that the story of 
the delay s and inconv eniences on the 
trip 
from 
Camp Tanner to Camp 
Alger and the shameful neglect after 
the arriv al of the Six th does 
not 
read like a paragraph from the 
his­ 
tory of modern civ ilization. The night 
of their arriv al more than half the 
regimen t went to bed supporless, and 
the rest were dependent on what they 
could 
procure from the surrounding 
farms. 
We hope these reports are greatly 
ex aggerated. 
At any rate it seems 
that the condition of thin gs described 
were but temporary . 
The Chicago 
Tribun e this morn in g say s: 
Better conditions prevail at Camp 
Alger today , and from this time on the 
troops stationed th ere will be 
fairiy 
comfortable. 
Sen ator Cullom saw the 
Secretary of W a r today and 
was in ­ 
formed by him that straw’ had been 
supplied, 
arran gem en ts 
had 
been 
made to tran sfer the sick to the hos­ 
pital, fresh meat had been furnished: 
but the supply of water has not been 
increased. 
immediately after the Sen ator call­ 
ed at the W a r departm en t on S a tur ­ 
day even ing the Secretary made 
a 
searchin g investigation and early on 
Sunday morn in g a large con signment 
of straw was sent for the soldiers to 
sleep upon. 
Sen ator Mason also visit­ 
ed the camp on Sun day and found four­ 
teen members of the Six th 
In fan try 
ly ing upon the ground, six of whom 
| were suffering from acute pn eumon ia 
| fie saw the surgeon in charge and ob­ 
s e r ve d to him th a t while the Illinois 
troops were not complain in g he thought 
somethin g should be done to take them 
from the ground. 
T h e sergeon agreed 
with the Sen ator an d said th a t those 
who were suffering with 
pnemonia 
could be nursed back to health if prop­ 
er hospital facilities were furnished. 
Senator Mason drov e to W ashing­ 
ton, a distance of about eight miles, 
and although it was Sunday and ail 
business houses were closed he suc­ 
ceeded in obtaining fifteen cots and 
had them deliv ered by 8 o’clock in the 
ev ening. 
The affiicted men spent a 
comfortable night and 
were 
later 
transferred to the hospital. 
The members of the Illinois Con­ 
gressional delegation had a confer­ 
ence today and talked ov er a proposi­ 
tion to subscribe $500 for the relief of 
the Six th Illinois Infantry , but were 
afraid the War department would re­ 
sent any outside interference as inter­ 
fering with army discipline. 
Later in 
the afternoon they saw Senator Cul­ 
lom and were informed by him that 
Secretary Alger had promised to do 
ev ery thing possible for the comfort of 
the troops. 
The project was accord­ 
ingly abandoned.

The F o rm er Owes » Debt to the Tatter, 
A ltho ugh Seld o m A ck n o w leged . 
The debt w hich the a rtis t owes the 
critu * is not a sm all one. nor is it any 
the less actu al for being com m only lost 
sight of. 
It is a cu rrent belief tha t the 
pu blic is edu cated by the m ere ex istence 
of the good w ork of art, and not by the 
elu cidation of its com m entators. 
E d u ­ 
cation by absorption is perhaps the m ost 
deep going and farreaehiu g form of e d u ­ 
cation, 
bu t it has nev er boon fou nd 
practicable to rely u pon it solely in 
other branches of m ental acqu isition. 
T hen w hy believ e tha t it can be relied 
u pon solely for tiie proper dev elopm ent 
of the a rt sense? In effect it nev er is 
and cannot bo. 
H ow m any people caro 
abou t poetry , let u s say — feel it, are 
reached by it? A nd can one dou bt tha t 
if a more lov ing and carefu l analy sis of 
su ch of its produ cts as appear today 
were u ndertaken by critics com petent to 
conv ey to an 
indifferent 
pu blic 
the 
perennial v alu e of 
its m inistrations, 
some of the u nresponsiv eness of 
the 
av erage reader w ou ld disappear, and 
some perception of the eternal signifi­ 
cance of the poet’s message w ou ld e x ­ 
tend to the classes now giv en ov er to 
nothing more tonic in the w ay of re a d ­ 
ing than the daily newspaper? 
W e say 
tha t one is bu m w ith the feeling for 
the enjoy m ent of poetry and another is 
not. Not so. A t least, to say this is not 
to say all. 
T he feeling for 1 110 highest 
iesthetio enjoy m ent and appreciation is 
cu ltiv able, and cu ltiv able as is any oth­ 
er facu lty , by stu d y ing the m ate ria l to 
be enjoy ed, by rev erently conning its 
constitu ent parts. 
In short, a v agu e, 
dream y d elig ht in the presence of some 
beau tifu l w ork of the a rtistic spirit is 
not enou gh. 
It is not enou gh for inte l­ 
ligence, it is not enou gh especially to 
produ ce the 
atm osphere of 
interest 
w hich stim u lates the painter, the m u si­ 
cian, the w riter, to su stained effort and 
keeps him tru e to the pitch. 
Wo lov e 
best w ha t w e know best. 
To rest in 
lov ing w ithou t know ing is often the 
merest se ntim e nta lity —-a se ntim e nta li­ 
ty tow ard w hich ou r G erm anic forefa­ 
thers had alw ay s a leaning, w hile it 
was especially antagonistic to the lu cid

INSIDE THE THEATER. 


COfttom* at th e G erm a n Pla y» I n lik e Tlio*© 
of A m e r h n n Au« llen« es, 
The audience** that Rather at the Ger­ 
man theater in Irv ing place are unlike 
those seen at any other playhouse in 
town. During the recent enga gement of 
Agnes Horma there, the audiences were 
exceptiona lly large and offered a strik­ 
ing illustra tion of the difference be­ 
tween them and the gatherings iu the 
theaters dev oted to English plays. 
Tho 
quiet of the spectators is the first no­ 
ticeable 
difference. 
Nobody 
speaks 
ev en « juietly to his neighbor without 
lea ning ov er so closely to him that the 
sound could not possibly disturb a ny­ 
body else. 
Ev en then the whisperer is 
likely to be reminded by a rebuke from 
in front or behind. 
The slightest noise 
interrupts the course of the spectators’ 
enjoyment and that is something which 
w ill not be tolerated by tho serious pla y­ 
goers of the German theater. 
The only 
ta lking they propose to hear is that of 
the actors on the stage. 
Applause v ery 
rarely c o n e s until the close of tho act. 
Then, if the performance be worthy, the 
a cknowledgment is unrestra inedly cor­ 
dial. Daughter at the funny points of a 
farce is nev er repressed. 
Tha t indul­ 
gence is unrestrained. 
In comic opera 
the applause is quite as common as it 
is at tho other theaters, and the a udi­ 
ences like encores quite as much as those 
who hear them in English. 
It is in tho quiet moments of a seri­ 
ous play, howev er, especia lly when the 
scene leads to an exciting clima x, that 
the mood of the a udience is most char­ 
acteristic. 
Then 
from 
the orchestra 
seats to the crowded ga llery tho specta­ 
tors are intensely absorbed 10 ev ery 
mov ement and ev ery word of the actors. 
When the clima x has come and this 
tension is released, it can be immedi­ 
a tely felt, a lthough there is no applause 
01 any a udible outbreak. 
The feeling 
runs through the house and the emo­ 
tions are relaxed. 
Hut the customary 
relief is not expressed as it usua lly is iu 
other theaters by applause. 
Tha t must 
wa it until the curtain falls. 
Like all German theaters the world 
ov er, the Irv ing Pla ce 
is drea dfully 
ov erheated. 
Fresh air is a ll v ery well 
when one sits im freien, hut indoors ev ­ 
erything must bo appropriately stuffy 
and hot. .So the Gorman theater in New 
'.fork frequently becomes distressingly 
v ~arm. Hitt tho regular a udiences do not 
appear to obje ct to it. Many of the men 
lejtv o tho theater between the acts and 
smoke in the lobby, more, possibly, than 
would usua lly be found in an American 
audience. Some of the women occa sion­ 
a lly retire to the lobby, but the number 
of those who follow the exa mple of the 
men is small. 
Possibly it tho theater 
had a foyer as large as those iu Europe 
the audience would retire just as those 
in Germany do. 
But tha t custom bus 
nev er become popular here, and there is 
the added attraction of an orchestra to 
keep the audience seated between the 
aets. 
Very few of the continenta l th« a- 
ters ha v e orchestras. 
The cloakroom system exists to a 
greater extent in tho German theater 
than it does at any other place excepting 
the Metropolitan. 
Cloaks aud hats aro 
deposited at the garderobe with regu 
larity, and the ruanas well ijs the wopi- 
trous of tit is branch or the 
en are patrons of tins branch or the 
theater. 
The rule ubuut hats is a qua l­ 
ified one. 
The management asks only 
that these» hats which interfere w ith tho 
v iew of persons behind shall be remov ­ 
ed. Others are net forbidden. 
Few are 
worn, howev er, and it is interesting to 
see the size of those that are retained. 
They may not be triumphs of millinery, 
but they show that women sometimes 
think of other things than beauty or 
fashion when they get a hat— that they 
think, in fact, of the persons who ma y 
sit 111 the row behind them at tho thea ­ 
ter.— New York Sun. 


n*a M odern Way of Taking Out the Cargo 
of a Su nk en F a n a l boa t. 
The old wa y of recov ering coal from 
» sunken caualboat wa s to raise the 
boat, w ith the coal in it. to a point 
where the coal could be reached. Chains 
w« re worked under the sunkbn boat 
from pontoons moored a longside of it. 
At low tide the cha ins wi re made fast 
on the pontoons, which, rising with the 
tide, lifted the sunken boat clear of the 
bottom. At high wa ter it wa s taken in- 
shore as far as possible, until it again 
grounded. 
This operation wa s repeated 
until the boat wa s brought to the stir 
face. The n*-w wa y, or, rather, the m od­ 
em wa y, is to pump the coal up from 
the boat*, wherev er it ma y lie, and then 
raise the boat, if if does: not raise itself. 
Ey this method the work is a ll done in 
v ery much less time and at v ery much 
less expense. 
The pump used has no pump v alv es. 
It is a centrifuga l pump, the suction 
being produced by mea ns of a disk, with 
wings attached, turning at high speed 
w ithin the pump shell, a circular cha m ­ 
ber, to which the suction pipe is a tta ch­ 
ed. 
An eight inch pump <>f this kind 
w ill pump grate or broken coal easily, 
and pump up a load of 800 tons in a 
day. 
It w ill raise coal from a boat 
sunk at any depth from 0 feet to 200 feet. 
The pump aud en g in e ar« ' installed 
on a wrecking boat, which is moored 
m ar the sunken boat. 
J n this use tie 
pump lias a long flexible section of suc­ 
tion pipe attached to it, and to that 
are 
attached 
the v arious additional 
lengths of pipe that may be required t<> 
reach down t« ) the coal. 
This pipe i.-> 
made of wrought iron, and it is mad* 
in sections of different lengths, so that 
it may he joined to make a pipe cf 
any length desired. At each end of earb 
b ngth cf iron pipe is a danger. 
A* 
lenglhs cf pipe are joined, the dangers 
are bolted togeth* r, with a rubber ga s­ 
ket between, to make tho joint tight. 
The flexible suction pipe is held oiff 
ov er the water and ov er the sunken boat 
from the wrecking boat by a gaff, and 
iron pipe is added to the needed depth. 
Hy means of the gaff the pipe* ma y 
In* 
raised and lowered as occasion may re­ 
quire, as, fcr instance, to raise die low ­ 
er end of tho suction pipe from one part 
of the canal boat up and ov er a cros - 
beam connecting the sides, to bo lower­ 
ed into tho coal in another part of the 
boat. 
When the pipe is a ll joined on, it is 
not at once lowered into the coal. 
The 
pump is first charged with water, which 
is done 111 an exceedingly brief time, 
and in a v effv simple manner by means 
of a siphon attache« ! to the shell of the 
pump. 
Win n i t has been charged, the 
pump is started and the lower end of 
the suction pipe is thou lowered into 
tho coal, and coal aud wa ter are pump 
ed up together and thrown out through 
the pump’s discharge pip* in a continu­ 
ous stream. 
A boat to receiv e the coal 
is made fast a longside the wrecking 
boat, and the coal from the pump is 
discharged upon a ^screen set {it au iu- 
eiine Lciween the two Ixaits. The water 
runs through the screen and the coal 
runs on into the other boat. 
The suction pip“ can be handled for 
tho most part from the wrecking boat. 
If a ny ha ndling under water is neces­ 
sary, a div er goes down fur that pur­ 
pose, and it may be that the div er 
brings within tho power of the pump’s 
suction remnants of coal left in nooks 
and crannies which it might otherwise 
not hav e reached. 
When the boat has 
been emptied, if it is not too much 
damaged or water soak« « « ! or too firmly 
bedded 111 the mud, it w ill float of itself. 
If suction holds it to the bottom, it will 
rise when it has been started clear. 
Pumps of tiiis kind are made of from 
2 to tiO inches in dia meter.— New York 
{Sun.

BOTANY BAY HISTORY 


THE TRUE STORY OF THE NOTORI­ 


OUS SOUTH SEA SITE. 


No Convict W'a« Kver Landed There, No 
•» « -ttlement Ever Made There, anti It 
Han Never Mad Anything to I>o W ith 
England'* Penal System. 


The first conv ict fleet sailed a wa y 
from England in May, 178 « , called at 
Kio J a neiro an« l arriv ed at Botany Bay 
early in J anuary, 1788 . 
In the fleet 
were a 20 gun frigate, an armed tender, 
three storeships and six transports, far 
the largest fleet that ev er sailed to the 
8 outh >ea, though 
the largest v essel 
measured only 450 tons and the sm a ll­ 
est only 270 tons. 
On the six sma ll transports for this 
long, tropical v oya ge were packed con­ 
v icts numbering 664 men and 192 worn- 
« n. There were also carried 108 marines 
and 10 officers, a few surgeons and m e­ 
chanics, the wiv es of 40 of the marines 
and 13 children, tho offspring of con­ 
v icts. 
Approxima tely 
1,000 
persons 
therefore went to found the colony in 
the newest world less than 
110 years 
Id. Gaptain P hilip of the British nav y 
was placed in command of the expedi­ 
tion and giv en a commission as gov ernor 
and 
captain 
general of 
N ew .South 
Wales. 
It is easy for the v isitor of today to 
understand the blank disma y that Philip 
must ha v e felt when the fleet sailed 
into Botany Bay and he sa w for the 
first time the place which had been 
recommended to him as the spot for set­ 
tlement. It had been selected by the a d­ 
v ice of Captain Cook, whose botanists 
had been so delighted with the profu­ 
sion of new pla nts they found there that 
they had giv en it the expressiv e name. 
Philip found on first exa mination that 
a mure unsuita ble site for a new settle­ 
ment, hardly could hav e been chosen. 
The bay wa s shallow, 
there wa s 110 
gfiod anchorage, there wa s no good w a ­ 
ter. and the adjacent land wa s not fer­ 
tile, except D r botanical specimens. 
L> iv iug the fleet anchored in tho bay, 
Philip started up the coast in his tender 
to hunt for a better home. 
Nine miles 
to the northward be found himself fa c­ 
ing those gre. t gates now known as 
Sydney head, 
which Cook 
had seen 
from a distance, and, satisfied with 
Botany Bay, Nad marked on his chart 
as a possible 
harbor for sma ll bouts. 
Philip round« 1 the south head and wa s 
amazed to see opening before him the 
bays of Port J a ckson— Snyder harbor 
now—famed the world ov er as the finest 
iiarbor in the sev en seas and disputed 
for that distinction by few. Three days 
of exploration left 110 possible doubt 
that this wa s the place to be selected, 
and Philip returned at once to Botany. 
The fleet wa s sta nding out of the bay, 
when two French frigates appeared in 
the offing. They bore an exploring party 
under Comte « D la Per mse, without 
hostile intentions, which wa s an im ­ 
mense relief to the colonists. 
Botany 
Bay wa s left to the Frenchmen. 
They 
refreshed and refitted there, sta ying un­ 
til March, and burying on shore one of 
their company, the na tura list of the ex- 
peditDu, who died of wounds receiv ed 
in an encounter with the na tiv es of an 
island they )ia« l touched. A few months 
later the French expedition wa s ship- 
wrecked, and ev ery one of the crew wa s 
murdered by the na tiv es of Vanikoro, 
one of the Bunta Cruz islands. 
In 1825 
a monument wa s erected by the French 
gov ernment to the memory of the com­ 
mander of the expedition at Botany 
Bay. 
This is all of the story of Botany Bay, 
a na me long infamous because of its a s­ 
sociation with conv ict transportation. 
No conv ict ev er was landed there, no 
settlement ev er wa s made there, aud it 
nev er had a nything more to do with the 
"system ” than I hav e related. 
It is a 
circular bay. with an entrance so wide 
as to leav e it a lmost an open roadstead. 
The shores are flat, low, sandy and un­ 
interesting. 
When 1 went there not long ago, the 
tide wa s out and the beach wa s foul 
with all sorts of drifts. 
One peninsula, 
which juts between the bay and the 
ocean, has been reserv ed for noxious 
trades, aud they w ill elbow the obelisk 
erected to the memory of Captain Cook, 
so tha t iu the future the bay will be 110 
more sav ory than its na me has been, 
unjustly, in the past. The French mon­ 
ument is at the other side of the en­ 
trance to the bay. 
It wa s the 2t*th of J anuary, 1788, 
when 
the 
fleet of Gov ernor Arthur 
Philip entered what is now Sydney Iiar­ 
bor. The settlement of the continent of 
Austra lia was begun.—Chica go Record.

It is no mean distinctio n to have re* 
’u sed a cro wn. 
There is pro bably no t 
Du e man in a millio n who wo u ld decline 
a kingdo m if it were o ffered him, in 
epite o f the restless nights and fearfu l 
days that are co mmo nly su ppo sed to be 
the lo t o f a king. 
Even Cro mwell is 
said to have refu sed the cro wn o f Eng­ 
land mo re fro m fear o f o thers than fro m 
any o ther mo tive. 
Bu t there have been many men since 
Cro mwell who have refu sed to wear a 
mo narch’s 
cro wn. 
Thirty-five years 
ago , when the thro ne o f Greece was va­ 
cant, mo re than o ne great English 
statesman might have ru led o ver the 
destinies o f that classic co u ntry, bu t the 
difficu lties in the way were fo rmidable. 
Mr. Gladsto ne’s name was freely men­ 
tio ned in co nnectio n with the cro wn o f 
Greece, tho u gh, as Mr. Gladsto ne was 
a member o f the go vernment at the 
time, the pro po sal never to o k definite 
shape. 
The late Lo rd Derby, ho wever, who 
had stro ng sympathies with Greece, was 
o ffered the cro wn and refu sed it, thro w­ 
ing away £ .10,000 a year and a king­ 
do m. 
It was no t the lirst time a man 
had declined to sit o n the thro ne o f 
Greece, Prince Leo po ld, the father o f 
the present king o f the Belgians, hav­ 
ing refu sed the cro wn when Greece was 
declared a kingdo m in 1830. 
Prince 
Leo po ld’s reaso n fo r refu sing the cro wn 
was that the pro po sed bo u ndaries o f 
the co u ntry were insu fficient, the ex­ 
clu sio n o f Crete especially influ encing 
his decisio n. 
One o f Qu een Victo ria’s so ns, the 
Du ke o f Edinbu rgh, lias also been o ffer­ 
ed the Grecian cro wn. He was appealed 
to in the sixties at the time Lo rd Derby 
declined the cro wn, hu t was co mpelled 
to refu se the o ffer o wing to the attitu de 
o f the po wers, who stro ngly declared 
their o ppo sitio n to Prince Alfred being 
cro wned king o f Greece. 
The thro ne 
was then o ffered to the present king, o n 
who se behalf it was accepted by his fa­ 
ther, the king o f Denmark. 
The cro wn o f Au stria-Hu ngary was 
refu sed in the middle o f the centu ry by 
the Archdu ke Franz Karl, the father o f 
the present empero r. King Ferdinand I 
abdicated in December, 1848, the thro ne 
then descending in the o rdinary co u rse 
to Archdu ke Franz Karl. 
The arch­ 
du ke, ho wever, 
declined the cro wn, 
which he handed o ver to his so u , who 
still wears it. 
Ano ther cro wn which has been mo re 
than o nce refu sed is the cro wn o f Ro u - 
mau iu . 
When Ucmnaniu was declared 
a kingdo m, it was settled that the 
thro ne sho u ld descend to Prince Leo ­ 
po ld, the eldest bro ther o f the then 
reigning king. 
The prince, ho wever, 
vo lu ntarily yielded his rights to the 
cro wn in favo r o f his so u , Prince W il­ 
helm, the renu nciatio n being registered 
in the senate in Octo ber, 1880. Prince 
Wilhelm remained heir apparent fo r 
eight years, bu t to ward the end o f 1888 
he fo rmally refu sed to accept the cro wn 
and his bro ther became heir apparent, 
being no w Prince o f Ro u mania. 
The 
prince has since married Princess Marie, 
a granddau ghter o f Qu een Victo ria. 
No t many years ago a nephew o f the 
great Napo leo n died in exile, after re­ 
fu sing a cro wn. Prince Napo leo n, nick­ 
named “ Plo n-Plo n,” so n o f a bro ther o f 
Napo leo n Bo naparte, was iu vited to sit 
o n the thro ne o f Ro u mania as the first 
king o f that co u ntry, bu t he declined 
the o ffer, believing at the time that he 
might ascend the thro ne o f France. 
So 
the bird in the hand flew away and the 
bird in the bu sh was never cau ght. The 
man who had ho ped to be cro wned king 
o f France died o u t o f that co u ntry in 
so litary exile. 
He had sacrificed o ne 
cro wn in the ho pe o f receiving ano ther 
and lo st bo th. 
Early in the present centu ry Ferdi­ 
nand VII reno u nced the cro wn o f Spain 
in favo r o f his father, who again refu sed 
it in favo r o f Napo leo n. The great co n­ 
qu ero r had to face a natio n in arms, 
ho wever, and never to o k the thro ne. 
The sto ry o f Lo rd Beaco u sfield’s go ld­ 
en cro wn pro vides u s with ano ther in­ 
stance, tho u gh there was no thro ne with 
this strange cro wn. 
The man in who se 
brain the idea o f cro wning Lo rd Bea- 
co nsfield o riginated is no w dead, bu t as 
lo ng as he lived he never reco vered fro m 
the blo w o f Lo rd Beaco nstield’s refu sal 
o f his tribu te. Tracy Tu rnerelli receiv­ 
ed su bscriptio ns fro m 50,000 peo ple to ­ 
ward his go ld lau rel wreath, bu t in 
Ju ne, 1879, when he fo rmally o ffered 
the cro wn to his ido l, it was refu sed.— 
Philadelphia Times.

One time an edito rial 
co ntained two liu es o f po etry in type o l 
the same size as that o f the text, and, 
as I was the au tho r o f it, Mr. Dana 
scu t me an edits ing no te u nder the fa 
miliar signatu re, “ Reaso n, Revelatio n, 
Science, Philo so phy and Esthetics all 
requ ire that these lines sho u ld have 
been pu t in small type.” Upo n ano ther 
o ccasio n, when lie tho u ght a verb had 
been impro perly u sed in a manu script, 
he wro te an admo nito ry sentence, “ To 
*av ‘there are’ in this passage wo u ld be 
u np't tic and co nsequ ently disgu sting. ” 
He to o k the blame whenever an erro r 
» scaped his eye. 
“ I take shame to my­ 
self, ” he wro te o ne time when the au ­ 
tho r o f an edito rial had co nfo u nded 
Bo sto n bro wn bread with Graham bread, 
“ fo r having printed this thing witho u t 
scru tinizing it. 
The Su n is igno rant 
and wro ng.” 
One day a man in Califo rnia had sent 
an inqu iry to the edito r o f The Su n, 
“ Will yo u please tell me ho w to be­ 
co me a Christian?” and as I o ften dealt 
with religio ns qu estio ns at the time 
this appeal was received Mr. Dana blu e 
penciled the hack o f the m an’s no te 
with these wo rds: "W hy no t give him 
a ripping answer? Give him the so cial­ 
ist side o f Christianity.” 
When the writer iff a bo o k review 
had italicized eight o r ten o f his wo rds, 
Mr. Dana co mmented thu s: “ This re­ 
view i> the best in the who le lo t and is 
very go o d, bu t why in the wo rld an ex­ 
perienced writer l i k e 
wants to 
pepper his manu script with nasty little 
italics I eau ’t imagine. ” 
When the writer o f an edito rial para­ 
graph in The Su n wro te o f “ Go vs. 
Camero fi and Crittenden, ” the ever 
watchfu l critic in the sanctu m go t after 
him in a no te left fo r mo : “ The term 
‘go vs , ’ ‘gins. , 1 ‘eapts., ’ etc., is dis­ 
gu sting. 
The titles have no plu ral as 
attached to any individu al name. They 
sho u ld lie repeated, o r a circu mlo cu tio n 
sho u ld be u sed. ” 
In an edito rial article printed in bre­ 
vier type there had appeared an extract 
in agate type. The grammatical su bject 
o f a sentence was in brevier, while the 
verb lo r it was in the su bsequ ent agate 
line 
Mr. Dana wro te fo r my benefit: 
“ This passage fro m big type to little is 
co ntrary to all so u nd principles o f typo ­ 
graphical elegance. 
Greeley 
u sed to 
make the passage and co u ntry newspa­ 
pers still make it, bu t it is wicked.” 
When a writer fo r The Bu n o nce de­ 
scribed a man as “ to o co ndemn sm art,” 
the phrase was highly o ffensive to Mr, 
Dana, who wro te a cau stic co mment 
u po n it in three wo rds, which ne» d no t 
be 
here printed.

tem of tanks. 
Th e word “ tank,” in an 
Indian irrigation sense, means a storage 
reservoir. 
A tank h as no definite size. 
Its area ox water spread may be two or 
th ree acres or it may extend to as many 
square miles; its depth may be th ree or 
four feet or 100 feet or more. 
Th e word “ koonta” is used in Hai- 
darabad to signify a very small tank, 
such as one of two or th ree acres only . 
Th e words “ sangor” and “ ch erroo” are 
th e Hiudoostanee and Telugu equiva­ 
lents, respectively , of th e word th at h as 
been copied into English as “ tank.” 
Down every valley a stream must flow 
in th e rainy season, its size depending 
upon th e area of th e ground th at drains 
into it. 
A small stream is a feeder, or 
one of several feeders, 
to a larger 
stream, wh ose drainage area is th o to­ 
tal of th ose of its small stream feeders. 
Th e larger stream is, again, but a feeder 
to one still larger, and so on till th e 
great river is reach ed th at carries th e 
water from th e wh ole accumulated 
drainage areas to th e sea. In each little 
valley , in each larger valley , in each y et 
larg* r valley again, one or more tanks 
can be constructed, and th us th e drain 
age area supply ing a tank may vary 
from less th an one square mile to 100 
square miles.—George Palmer in Engi 
ueeriusz Magazine.
